Disclosures Made by the Shooting of Mrs. 
Cora Chapman. 

Nzw Yors, Nov, 24.—[Special.]—A family 
skeleton has been uncloseted by the shooting 
of Mrs. Cora Chapman, wife of Geoffrey Haw- 
ley Chapmian, erstwhile Geoffrey Hawley, the 
actor, by her husband’s nurse, Hubert Searvant.

Mrs. Chapman had been Miss Cora Rapp, 
daughter of Jacob Rapp and his wife Ade- 
laide, and she was born in Dayton, O. She 
is 23 years old. Cora Rapp had been on the 
stage six months when Chapman met ber. 


. She was a member of Minnie Maddern’s com- 


pany. In his will George Chapman left to 
Hawley’s mother, Louisa Whyte Chapinan, 
the house No. 100 Park place, Brooklyn, and 
after some minor bequests he ordered that the 
rest of his estates, consisting of perhaps 
eighty houses, be devoted to the sup- 
port of his son daughter-in-law. Each 
was to receive one-half of the income. Their 
income under the will is said to have been 
$12,000. 

Chapman was an opium fiend as well as a 
heavy drinker.

WHY CERTAIN PAPERS ARE RAL- 
LYING AROUND WENTER. 


Their Falsome Praise for the Alleged Cour- 
age He Displayed at the Drainage Board 
Meeting Saturday Explained—The Rea- 
son Stronger than a Political One—How 
the Stock-Yards Interests Have Seen 
Cared For—The Prompter Whe Moves 
the Cooley- Wenter Puppets. 

A person unfamiliar with the facts might 
be deeply impressed by the unanimity with 
which most of the Chicago papers rally 
around the heroic Wenter and praise the gal- 
lantry he displayed at the meeting of the 
Drainage Trustees Saturday in introducing a 
resolution drawn by someone else and play- 
ing the blackguard in his efforts to get it 


‘passed. When the Herald, Post, Journal, 


Times, Inter-Ocean, and News unite in laud- 
ing a man as insignificant as Wenter has been 
hitherto, who has shone as a politician only, 
and as a small ward politician at that, it means 
either that Wenter has developed unexpected 
ability, which places him at one bound among 
the great men of the city, or that there is 
some one in the background who is whisper- 
ing to these journals what they shall say, 
“‘and asthe prompter breathes the puppets 
speak.”’ | ‘ 

Mr. Wenter is thanked by these harmonious 
papers for getting the better of Judge Pren- 
dergast. Ina column interview in the Post 
the hero exuits over his triumph. Naturally 
he feels happy. His feelings of bitter hostil- 
ity to the preseut President of the board date 
back nearly two years tothe time when the 
organization of the Citizens’ committee and 
the election of its ticket interfered with the 
plans of Mr. Wenter and a number of other 
political machinists, Republicans as well as 
Democrats. Wenter, a Chicago Tammanyite, 
was wrathful because Prendergast, a Demo- 
crat, took part in the Citizens’ movement and 
assisted in the defeat oftwoof tke Demo- 
crate (Tammanyites) on the regular ticket. 
Professional politicians cannot put up with 
such displays of independence. Had there 
been no such interference the Democrats 
(‘Tammanyites) would have elected their five 
men and run the board for what there was in 
it. Had there been no independent movement 
four ofthe machine Republican nominees 
would have been eleeted. Not one was. Hence 
the Republican machine men were not 
pleased. 

A Reason Not Political. 


But there was a much stronger reason than 
a political one for the furious resentment 
which most of the Chicago papers showed at 
the success’ of the Citizens’ movement two 
years ago and for the incessant attacks made 
on the men whom it elected Trustees. Certain 
papers have long shown a significant interest 
in the welfare of the Stock-Yards corporation. 
It may not be because it was rich and gener- 
ous and they were needy and willing to receive 
favors. It is quite possibie to believe that a 
bankrupt paper can plead the cause of a cor- 
poration even against the interests of the peo- 
ple and not profit by it pecuniarily. The 
Stock-Yards section is the seat of a great in- 
dustry, and these papers may have reached the 
common conclusion that it deserved encour- 
agement and that one way to give it was to 
free it trom all but the least possible taxation. 

When the Stock-Yards corporation. looking 
out for its own interests, managed to get Coy 
and his tender, Guthrie, on the Republican 
ticket, and Gahan and satisfactory associates 
on the Democratic one, it fancied that it had 
Gone all that was necessary to get a working 
majority of the board and free itself from mo- 
lestation in the shape of special assessments 
for enormous special drainage benefits. 
There are some things which indicate that an 
arrangement was inade between the corpora- 
tion and the machine men of both parties. 
Jay Gould had shown how money could be 
saved by making such bargains. 

The election was held and resulted in the de- 
feat of all those who were at that time be- 
lieved to be the special protégés of the Stock- 
Yards, Curiously enough certain Chicago pa- 
pers never have ceased to deplore the d®feat 
of those men. It cannot have been because 
of their ability or their special fitness for 
trusteeships, because they were men of small 
caliber. It must have been simply because 
the Stock-Yards wanted them. As to why 
these papers favored these men merely be- 
cause the Stock-Yards did different persons 
will have different opinions. The guileless 
and the charitable will think one thing; the 
knowing and the cynical will think another. 


Caring for Stock-Yard Interests, 


After many delays, due to the dilatory tac. 
tics of Mr. Cooley and the procrastinating 
ability of the minority members of the board, 
a route was selected forthe Chicago end of 
the drainage channel. It begins abvut where 
Thirty-nioth street crosses the East Fork of 
the South Branch and runs westerly to the 
Desplaines. Mr. Wenter voted for this route. 
So did Mr. Altpeter. The engineer’s object 
in selecting it wasto drain the wet lands in 
the Town of Lake and to furnish perfect 
drainage for that same Stock-Yards region 
which drains into the East Fork and has done 
so muchto make it and the South Branch 
The majority of the board favored it 
for that reason, and also because it would en- 
able them to resort to special assessments to 
cover a part of the expense of the work. The 
wet lands: and the Stock-Yards could be 
assessed for special benefits received. 

But this was just what the Stock-Yards com- 
pany did not want. It was what it had been 
endeavoring two years before to prevent by 
getting control of the board. Suddenly Mr. 
Wenter turned up to fight its battles. The 
24th of last month Judge Prendergast offered 
the following resolution at the meeting of the 
Drainage Board: 

Resolved, That in all condemnation proceedings 
the principle should be enforced that all property 


specially benefited be subject to special assess- 
ment. 3 


This meant a just and equitable assessment 
on the Stock-Yards for special benefits. In 
order to prevent action on this important 
measure Mr. Wenter absconded from the 
meeting along with Mr. Russell, his minority 
associate, and thus broke up a quorum, there 
being but four members left. Why did he 
run off? What was the object of defeating a 
resolution of that kind? Did Mr. Wenter ob- 
ject to the principle or to the application 
which would have been made of it to the 
Stock-Yards? Mr. Wenter has not explained 
yet which it was, and he did not explain his 
action when Mr. Prendergast chided him for it.

BOTH WILL PROVE A TOTAL LOSS. 


Schooners Louise and Fellowcraft Ashore 
at Kettle Point. 

Port Huron, Mich., Nov. 24.—[Special.]— 

The tug Hodgson arrived here today with the 
wrecked schooner Marquis in tow.

AFTER BEING IN COURT THIRTY YEARS. 


Decision by the Supreme Court in a Case 
Involving $30,000. 
SPRINGFIELD, IlL., Nov. 24—An opinion was 
filed today in the uffice of thé Clerk of the Su- 
preme Caurt in a case whieh has been im the 
courts of Illinois for the lastthirty years. 5S.

Miss Browne suggested the reading of lessons 
and studies into the phonograph in order that 
the teaching of the blind mighit be facilitated ; 
‘and, gomg beyond the educational! standpoint, 
the reading of popular novels, histories, books 
of travel, and whatever else might prove inter- 


In other words ove person could read to the 
blind of the world, the only limitation being 
the language in which the reading was done. 
There are comparatively few books that have 
beon reproduced in raised letters, In fact the 
Bible is the only book that has a common cir- 
culation among the blind. 

“There is one difficulty to be overcome,” 
said W.S. Gray, manager of the Chicago 
Central Phonograph company, in speaking of 
the plan proposed by Miss Browne, “and that 
is the limited capacity of the cylinder in use in 
the phonogragh at present., A cylinder is run 
through in five minutes, on an average, and 
the most rapid speaker will not talk more 
than 1,0000r 1,200 words in that length of time. 
This would necessitate a great number of 
cylinders for the transcribing of a single book, 
still they could be arranged with the title of 
the book and the relative number of the cylin- 
der in rajsed letters at the end, facilitating 
their use by the blind. In carrying out the 
plan of reading books into the phonograph 
much in the way of descriptive might be 
omitted, shortening the story to the truly rel- 
evant matter, 

What Edison Is Doing. 

“Mr. Edison is now conducting experi- 
ments, in fact he may be said to have com- 
pleted the work, of reducing the size of the 
cylinder and increasing its: capacity. In ac- 
complishing this he has made the recording 
needle just half the size of the present one. 
The screw is also made smaller, increasing 
the number of revolutions of the cylinder 
from 100 to 200 to the inch, thus doubling its 
capacity. Special machines could be con-. 
structed admitting a much larger cylinder 
and, with the new receiving needle, the num- 


rately as the first time. It was accidentally 
broken or it might still be in.use, A single 
reading could be taken on any number of 
machines, and each of these in turn could tell 
its story to a hundred blind people and repeat 
as desired.”’ 

The theory has already been applied to the 
teaching of foreign languages and with great 


success. The first to adopt the phonograph in | 


the teaching of language was Dr. Richard S. 
Rusenthall, now of Washington, whose Meis- 
terschaft system (mastery system) is in the 
hands of 500,000 students in Latin ana Greek 
and in eleven living languages. The les- 
sons recorded on the instruments by 
the most cultivated teachers, especially 
trained for the work, are as nearly perfect 
as possible and the listener may have each 
sentence repeated hundreds of times until he 
is assured a perfect pronunciation and proper 
intonations of any foreign sounds.

The Barge in Tow of the Steamer Wheeler— 
Other Marine News. 

The missing barge Ashland arrived here in 
tow of the steamer W. W. Wheeler yesterday 
morning.

George Post Wants Part of the Manufact- 
ures Ballding Pat Up at Once. 

. George Post of New York, the architect of 
the Manufactures Building, has secured an un- 
usual concession from .the Construction De- 
partment. Mr. Post, it appears, does not 
know just what his designs for the building 
will look like when completed. Several days 
ago; therefore, he asked that the contractors 
for the carpentry work on the building, 
Messrs, Agnew & Co., begin at once the erec- 
tion of a section of the superstructure in order 
that Mr. Post and other members of the Board 
of Avchitecte may decide upon the general 
character and appearance of the building. 
The work which Mr. Post has asked be ac- 
complished consists of the construction of a 
section thirty-five feet long and sixty-six feet 
High to the foof line. It will include the 
cornice of the building and will show two col- 
umns and one spandril. The work is to be 
complete, as far as it goes, and be covered 


with staff. 


Testing Moving Sidewalks. 

There is now in operation in the Exposition 
grounds an experimental movable sidewalk 
300 feet in length, the same except in length 
as will be exhibited during the World’s Fair. 
This encircles an oval patch of ground and 
consists of two movable platforms running 
side by side and both going the same way. 
The first or slow platform rans at a rate 
of three miles an hour which makes 
stepping on while in motion extreme- 
ly , Another step pute the 
passenger on the fast platform, which runs 
six mi an hour. It has been working two 
weeks and has carried as many as 500 persons 
at one time. The inventor claims for tne in- 
vention a carrying capacity of 40,000 an hour 
past a giver point. advantage claimed 
for the moving sidewalk is that it can be put 
up on a level with the second stories of buiid- 
ings, increasing the capacity of the streets. A 
public trial of the sidewalk will be made this 

oon.
